8UNDAY SCHOOL CONVENTION. 

The 18th Annual Convention of the Len- 
pox and Addington S. S. Association, met 
in the Weatern Methodist Church on Tues¬ 
day and Wednesday, Nov. 29ih and ,30th. 
The Provincial Association, at the urgent 
request of vary many County and Town¬ 
ships Associations, engaged the services of 
Mr. E. A. Hardy, B.A., a splendidly 
equipped and trained teacher, as Field 
$ecretary of the Teaohera traiuing depart¬ 
ment. In order to get as much as possible 
from Mr. Hardy, a two day Convention 
was recommended, and those who were 
priviligel to hear him on <he first day were 
delighted and helped. The pity of it is 
that so fow of our 8 8. teachers attended. 

The morning session, after devotional 
exercises conducted by the pastor Rev. J. R 
Real, was opened by a short address by the 
President, Mr. I. B. Hudgins. 

Rev. W. Down then gave a most earnest 
and pointed address on “How to make the 
Convention a Success." The address was 
worthy of a much larger audience. 

An interesting discussion followed. 

A nominating Committee was after this 
appointed. 

“Order in the School” was then discus- 
sad by a number preeent. 

The afternoon Session was opened in duo 
form, the President, who also attended the 
Provincial Convention, then gave his ad¬ 
dress, and report of the Convention. The 
Beoretary, Mr. Jap. Gordon, was called 
upon for his report. He received reports 
from 41 Schools, 47 of this number sent in 
865.38; the other four sent in a report, but 
no assessment, 10 schools paid no attention 
to the secretary’s appeals. If more schools 
would send delegates to the conventions 
they would see what is being accomplished 

Mr. E. A. Hardy was then introduced 
and gave a most interesting and practical 
address cn “The Preparation of the Lesson 
taking the S.S-, Lesson as his subject. 

Rev R. Duke then gave a masterly ad¬ 
dress on the Stewardship of Mouey— 
Ought it to be taught in the School. 
Systematic giving was set forth moat 
effectively. 

It was moyed that the discussion of thiB 
most important subject bo laid over till 
the evening session. 

Rav. J. R. Conn M.A., then addressed 
the Convention on “The Bible in the school 
He spoke strongly on the importance of 
graded Schools and graded lessons, intel¬ 
ligently taught, A discussion followed by 
Rev. J . Gandier and others. 

The evening was fairly well atttended 
but not nearly all the ochools were repre¬ 
sented. 

The discu8Pion of Rev. Ii. Duke’s sub¬ 
ject was the first to be taken up. Mrs 
Real led with an excellent paper on system¬ 
atic giving and the reason it should be 
taught in the school. Mr. Hardy now 
gave a most helpful address on Teachers- 
training. The writers almost constant 
thought was.—“Oh that more teachers 
could hear it.” 

The Nominating Committee now brought 
in their report which was as follows: —Mr. 
I. B. Hudgins, President; Vice Presidents 
Mrs. T. Symington, Mr. S. Gibson, and 
Rev W. Downs ; together with ail resi¬ 
dent ministers and S. 8. Superintendents, 
as the Executive of the Association ; aud 
the present Secretary-Treasurer to remain 
as such, with Rev. J R. Real, &b assistant. 
As a number of schools did not see fit to 
contributethe treaeurtr reports a deficiency 
of money to pay expenses. A pleasing 
act took pl&oe at this time. Mr. W. T. 
Gibbard in his usual liberal way, sent in 
$5.00. whioh with the collections to come, 
will be qaite sufficient. .Thus ended tbis 
most interesting first day of the Conven 
lion. 

The Wednesday morning Session was 
opened wifh singing and praver. A very 
interesting discussion on “How to teach 
Adult Classes" was oarried on at this hour 
It was evident oqr^’ounty is not in lack of 
Effecient Bible Class teicbers. Mr. Hardy

BOGUS BALLOTS. 

The bogus ballot boxes case at Belleville 
still retains the undivided attention of the 
people. B. 0. Lott has skipped, where, 
nobody seems to know, and in consequence, 
the money put up for his bail has been 
forfeited. 

The fishing for the bogus ballot boxes at 
Sydenham on Monday excited & great deal 
of attention and attracted crowds from the 
country side. When Detective Parkinson 
reached thpre shortly before ten o'clock he 
called on Ed. Ruttao, who is out on bail 
nntil Friday and he agreed to show him as 
far as possible where the boxes were thrown 
into the lake by himself and Harpell ou a 
night after the elections. The hunt began 
shortly after ten and lasted until it became 
dusk after four o’clock. Two young men 
of Sydenham armed with pike poles assist¬ 
ed in the*search. 

Loughboro Lake has been frozen over 
for several days and the ice near the shore 
is fully three inches thick.

If onions are strong change the 
water several times while they are 
boiling. 

To kceg) milk sweet for sdvcral 
days add a reaspoonful of fine salt 
to each quart of new milk. 

Alcohol in its purest state i9 it¬ 
self a poison and makes war on. the 
tissues of the brain and bones. 

In using a gas stove the oven will 
at times become very hot. .To cool 
quickly, place a difh of cold water 
in it. 

Never bang-to the oven door when 
baking pastry, as the shock causes 
the dough to settle down and the 
pastry becomes heavy. 

Bananas should not be eaten till 
the skin becomes blackened, as they 
are more wholesome, besides having 
a better flavor than when green. 

Creaking shoes, rustling of gar¬ 
ments, the rattling of dishes, and 
kindred noises are often .the occasion 
of positive suffering to an invalid. 

To clean light wall papers rub the 
soiled spots with dry plaster of 
Paris. When all traces of dirt have 
been removed, dust off the powder 
with a soft cloth. 

The open-air treatment which has 
been found so beneficial in consump¬ 
tion, is now being recommended 
strongly by German physicians in 
cases of nervous diseases. 

To make good toast is quite an 
art. The bread should be cut ohe- 
third of an inch thick, dried slowly 
over the stove or at a distance from 
the fire; then browned quickly and 
served hot. 

To keep tortoise-shell combs bright 
rub them, after each wearing, with 
soft leather. When they become 
dim, clean with rotten-stone and oil 
applied with chamois leather. 

A blind. with a shiny surface can, 
over and over again, be cleaned with 
breadcrumbs, and made to look as 
good a9 new. Lay the blind on a 
deal table and rub lightly, changing 
the bread a9 it gets dirty. 

To remove spots from silk or cash- 
mere, make a paste of fuller's earth 
and cold water, and lay N It on the 
spot. Leave it some hours, then 
brush off. If this does not remove 
the marks, sponge them with chldro- 
form. 

Tomato rice. Place some plain 
boiled rice in a sauce-pan, add to it 
a teaspoonful of butter, and suffi¬ 
cient tomato sauce to make it a 
pretty color. Stir all together till 
hot, then add a tablespoonful of 
grated cheese. Serve the rice piled 
cm a dish. 

The best cure for hard skin on the 
feet is to rub the affected parts 
nightly with vaseline or pure olive 
oil. Continue doing this and in 
time the hard skin will fall off 
like powder. On no account cut the 
skin, as that only makes the hard¬ 
ness increase. 

Cleaning galvanized vessels. The 
simplest plan is to scour these with 
a strong solution of hot water and 
common wushing soda. All stains 
can be scoured off with puraffin and 
coal ash. Be sure to scour the ex¬ 
terior as well as interior of the zinc 
vessels.

JAPANESE FUR RAID. 

Secured Big- Booty on the Russian 
Grounds. 

Deeply laden and with then* scrup- 
pei’3 awash, the schooners that left 
Hakodate and other ports in North¬ 
ern Japan last May ami June are 
now returning from their raid on 
the Russian fishing stations in Kam- 
schatka and the seal and sea-otter 
rookeries on the islands in the Ok¬ 
hotsk Sea and the Commander Is¬ 
lands. 

The furs have been carefully pack¬ 
ed and sent to London, where the 
quantity that will be offered for 
sale this year will be larger than 
for many years past, and also for 
many years to come, for the rook¬ 
eries have been practically destroy 
eel by the raiding vessels, and after 
this year sealskins will rank among 
other rare furs and will be extreme¬ 
ly hat^d to obtain. 

Tffihee of the vessels which raided 
Kamschatka were attacked by about 
10U\ Russians, and captured after a 
three days’ light, half of the crews 
beifig killed and the remainder made 
prisoners. Seven other ships man¬ 
ned by over 230 man had better 
luck. They were also attacked by 
the Russians. who were dispersed 
after a fierce engagement, in which 
about fifty men were killed. 

The crews of seven vessels landed 
on Robben Island, south-east of 
Snglmlien. and finding it unprotect¬ 
ed, secured over 10.000 sealskins. 

On August 10th the British war¬ 
ship Algerine arrived off the islands 
and warned all the vessels found 
there that no hunting would be per¬ 
mitted inside the three-mfle limit. 
The presence of the ship also frus¬ 
trated an attempt that was to have 
been made on the warehouse of the 
Kamschatka Commercial Industry 
Company at Petropaulovski, where 
skins to the value of $l,. r >00,000 
were stored. 

A moderate estimate of the value 
of the fish and furs taken by the 
raiders is about $1,400,000, * while 
the actual damage inflicted amounts 
to millions.

Oysters with Brown Butter.—P(pkj ta11 
over, riusc*. and drain fifty nice oys- 
ters. Put them in a saucepan with • th0 
one-quarter of a cupful of their liq¬ 
uor, strained, one-quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of salt. and a dash of on 
yhite pepper. Heat, shaking fre-Jawi 
quently, until they are plump, and anc 
the grills ryfiled.

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oysters, and serve at once on thin 
slices of hot buttered toast. 

Ebony Jelly—-Soak three-pounds of 
prunes over night. Put in a double 
boiler'or large kettle, and cook very 
slowly until plump and tender. Drain 
off the Juice. When partly cooled, 
cut each prune in several pieces. Put 
pits and juice into a saucepan and 
boil until reduced—when strained— 
to three cupfuls. Add one pint of 
sugar, stir until dissolved, add one 
package, and a half of gelatine, 
which has been soaked in one cupful 
and a half of cold water. Take from 
the lire, stir until this is dissolved, 
mix with the prunes, and set aside 
until beginning to chill. Add three 
teaspoonfuls of vanilla, one pint of 
sherry, and sufficient caramel to 
make very dark. Turn into wetted 
molds. 

Pickled Chicken.—Boil until the 
meat falls from the bones, pick the 
meat and put into a jar, and pour 
over it a liquor made with vinegar, 
to which has been added one-half of 
the quantity of the water in which 
the chickens were cooked. 

Chicken Pic.—Stew chicken till 
tender, season with one-quarter of 
pound of butter, salt, and pepper; 
line the sides of a pie-dish with a 
rich crust, pour in the stewed chick¬ 
en, and cover loosely with u crust, 
first cutting a hole in the center. 
Have ready a can of oysters, heat 
the liquor, thicken with a little 
Hour and water, and season with 
salt; pepper and butter the size of 
an egg; when it comes to a boil 
pour it over the oysters, and about 
twenty minutes before the pie is 
done lift the top crust and put 
them in. 

Pressed Chicken.—Boil two chick¬ 
ens tender, take out the bones, and 
chop the meat fine, add a small 
handful of bread crumbs, season to 
taste, with butter, popper, salt, and 
a little sage; pour in enough of the 
liquor to make it moist: mold in 
any shape you choose, and when 
cold cut in slices. 

Beefsteak Chowder.—Cut a gener¬ 
ous pound of round steak into strips 
an inch and a half long and half an 
inch thick and wide. Cut two- 
inch cube of fat salt pork int^ tiny 
bits, and cook in a hot frying P*n 
with an onion sliced very thin. When 
the fat is fried out of the pork and 
the onion is browned add a quart 
of boiling water. Let simmer five 
minutes, then pour the whole over 
the pieces of steak. Bring the con¬ 
tents of the saucepan quickly to the 
boiling point; let boil five minutes, 
then simmer until the meat is ten¬ 
der. Have ready four or five pota¬ 
toes, pared, cut ‘in slices, scalded in 
boiling water, drained, and rinsed 
in cold water. Add the potatoes 
with a tea 9 poonful of salt and one- 
eighth of a teaspoonful of white pep¬ 
per to the meat. Add also, if need¬ 
ed, boiling water to ?over the pota¬ 
toes. Cook until the potatoes are 
tender, then add a cup and a half 
of rich milk. Split half a dozen 
crackers and dispose them in a soup 
tureen. Pour over them the chow¬ 
der and serve at once. 

Scrambled Mutton.—Three cups of 
cold boiled mutton chopped fine, 
three tablespoonfuls of hot water, 
one-fourth of a cup of butter; put 
on the stove, nud when hot break 
in four eggs, and stir constantly un¬ 
til thick. Season with pepper and 
salt. 

Wild Duck.—To roast put a dozen 
cranberries inside, and cook the duck 
in a hot oven eighteen or twenty 
minutes. While these are cooking 
set into the oven thin slices of choice 
mild-cured bacon, rolled and fasten¬ 
ed with toothpicks, turn these as 
needed until they become 'crisp and 
browned throughout. Serve around 
the duck on rounds of cooked hom¬ 
iny, egged, crumbed and dried. Some 
housewives chop a small piece of salt 
pork fine and pul It in the duck. It 
supposed to remove tho strong 
taste from wild duck.

TRAGEDIES OF TIE DEEP 

MANY SHIPS THAT HAVE 
NEVER RETURNED* ^ 

Almost Every Week a Skip of 
Some Nationality Dis¬ 
appears. 

There is something deeply tragic la 
the teixiembranco of the many thou¬ 
sand!! of noble ships which hava 
mysteriously disappeared without* 
leaving so much as a last message. 

Tho case of H. M. S. "Condor," a 
small vessel doing duty for the Brit¬ 
ish Government at Esquimauit, is 
still fresh in the mind. She was au 
jot *ilar. or "plucky"— as the sailors 
say--little ship of 980 tons, and on 
December 2nd, 1901, she left Esqui¬ 
mauit, after a plea.sant stay, for. 
Honolulu, where, in all probability, 
a festive time was to bo spent at 
Christmas. When several days over¬ 
due, the public mind in this country 
became uneasy ns to the safety of 
the vessel. Bad weather had Pre¬ 
vailed. und ships which had passed 
over the same course ns the "Con¬ 
dor" should have taken made no re¬ 
ports as to sighting the vessel. 

THE MISSING "CONDOR." 

Hope Eventually gave place to de¬ 
spair, and In course of time the 
"Condor" was reported by Lloyd’s 
as "missing," and was addl'd to the 
melancholy list of ships which dis¬ 
appeared. Her crew of 13d went 
down in the vessel, but where the 
ship lies on the bed of # the ocean is 
still a mystery. 

A few days after the departure of 
the "Condor" from Esquimau It, the 
"Basuto," a large vessel of 1,764 
tons, and carrying a crew of fifty- 
seven, sailed from Manchester. The 
actual date of her departure was De¬ 
cember 11th. She was seen off Ang¬ 
lesey. and cheery messages were ex¬ 
changed by a vessel homeward bound. 
"Good luck!" was signalled by the 
home-coming vessel. That was the 
last over seen or heard of the "Ba¬ 
suto.” Like the "Condor," the 
"Basuto" figured in the "missing" 
list, and to this day her disappear¬ 
ance Has ben a complete mystery. 
"GOOD LUCK" THAT WAS BAD. 

The case of the "Haddington" has 
also puzzled shipowners and brokers. 
She was a finely-built vessel of 1,805 
tons, and her crew of twenty-seven 
were looked upon ns highly compe-. 
tent sailors. On February 2nd the 
"Haddington" .-sailed from New York 
her destination being Shanghai, and 
when only a few days o-ut of port 
she must have sank. For a very 
lone time she was reported simply as 
being overdue, the owners being un¬ 
able to believe that she could have 
disappeared without leaving swine 
traces behind uf having met with a 
nushao 

<»n May 2nd, 1902, the “Camor- 
ta," a passenger ship of 1,350 tons, 
was given a hearty send-off from Cal- 
ingnputuin. She carried G55 passen¬ 
gers for Rangoon ami other ports, 
an! the crew of the ship numbered 
eighty-two, including seventy-three 
Instills As the vessel set out on 
her \ o.vage, loving and kindly mes¬ 
sages were exchanged between the 
passengers and friends in boats, and 
just as the vessel was passing out 
of earshot. somebody shouted, 
through u megaphone: " 'Camorta/ 
ahoy!

ways been attributed to her danger- 
ou 5 j cargo. Tier disappearance cre¬ 
ated u groat sensation at the time, 
j WEEKLY TALE OF WOE. 
j A few years before tho mishap to 
the "Great Queensland" there was 
the mysterious disappearance of the 
"President," whilst on a voyage ta 
1 London from New York. iihe van¬ 
ished with a large number of pas¬ 
sengers. ana, a few years later, the 
"City of Glasgow" carrying 480 hu¬ 
man b.ings, set out from England 
on a long voyage, and wa9 never 
heard of after Gassing out of sight 
of land. 

On Feb. 11th. 1902, the "HJuroni- 
an," a ship of 4,431 tons, and carry¬ 
ing a crew of fifty-six, sailed from 
Glasgow. She was seen off the Tail 
of the Bank, and after that was 
never hcarc of again. A similar 
fate befell the "Stockport,” which 
left Odessa with a crew of twenty- 
five. and was only seen once or 
twice by passing vessels after leav¬ 
ing the Russian port. 

Scarcely a single week passes In 
any year but that a ship of some 
nationality disappears in a mysteri¬ 
ous and unaccountable manner, and 
it is a xemurkable fact that vessels 
of Greece figure largely in propor¬ 
tion in the sad list of "missing." 

The worst year on record, how¬ 
ever, for these tragedies of the deep 
wes 1881-82, when the list of "mis¬ 
sing” was swollen by the enormous 
addition of one hundred and forty- 
seven ships, with an aggregate ton¬ 
nage of 41,977 tons; and the loss of 
life was terrible.

FOUR THOUSAND YEARS AGO. 

Relics and Instruments Found in 
Egyptian Tombs. 

The excavations which were begun 
at Beniarwn, on the east bank of 
the Nile, some 200 miles above Cairo 
in December, 1902, have now been 
completed. There have been discoA- 
ered nnri searched in the necropolis 
extending along the face of the lime¬ 
stone clilT 887 tombs, including that, 
of Sebok Iletepa. 2300 B.C., to¬ 
gether with Us curious funeral mod¬ 
els. Each burial chamber was form¬ 
ed of a recess at the base of a 
square shaft, occasionally at a depth 
of thirty feet, hewn in the solid 
rock un:l carefully filled in. Bv 
this careful means the body of the 
deceased was preserved from disturb¬ 
ance. This type of burial antedates 
the mAunmiflcation period, l ^it i t was 
found, in the case of two boifnk that 
decay hod 1xx?n arrested by the wrap¬ 
pings, which were found still intact. 
Euch tomb contained a wood sar¬ 
cophagus, with the lines of religious 
j formulae and text inscribed upon it 
In the orthodox hieroglyphic. and 
with the head pointing to the north 
land the painted “eyes of Osiris” to¬ 
ward- the east. * * 

The sarcophagus was surrounded 
with a large number of little wooden 
models representing river and sailing 
boats, n granary, a group of per¬ 
sons baking, a man brewing, a man 
i leading an ox, a girl carrying a .brace 
of birds in her hands and a basket 
on her head. Notwithstanding the 
extreme age—believed to be 4,000 
years—of these curious relics, they 
wore found to be in n remarkable 
state of preservation, tlio oarsmen In 
the galleys leaning upon their oars 
and the paint still bright and clean. 
Tn the course of these excavations is 
nn ^xuct counterpart of the modern 
weaving reed as used In the mills at 
Wigan, England, the only difference 
being that the ancient Egyptians of 
2.300 B. C. used cane teeth instead 
of steel.

All woeds are disseminated by means 
I of thnir seeds, while a considerable j 
number also multiply through the me¬ 
dium of underground foot stems. A- 
I ineng the lutter we have Couch Grass, j 
, Canada Thistle, Perennial Sow— i 

I Thistle, B.ndweed, Sheep Sorrel, and 
j some others. When a new weed is 
discovered, it is a good plan to examine 
into its habits of growth aud meaDS | 
i of reproduction and dissemination. A ■ 
knowledge of these is more important 1 
| to the farmer than the mere name of 
: the weed. 

Weeds that depend for reproduction 
upon their seed alone produce them in 
large number*. A single plant of 
! False Flax will mature from twenty 
five to thirty thousand seeds, and 
! although we sometimes have reason to 
doubt the vitality of the seed of corn 
or mangels that we buy, we need havo 
1 no misgivings as to the vitulity of 
i these weed seeds. The seed of thoso 
1 weeds that mature in our grain crops, 
even though it shells out on the field, 
is with difficulty induced co germinate 
at a time when it can be destroyed. 

1 Home of it can be persuaded to grow 
by stirring the surface soil directly 
after harvest, but mo^t of it will not 
’ germinate until it gets ready. Thus 
Nature provides for the perpetuation 
of the species. In the Seed Laboratory 
an Ottawa,one hundred fresh seed of 
Wild Mustaid were planted in good 
soil in a box,aud under the most favor¬ 
able conditions only thirty five of 
them could be induced to grow. The 
box was then placed in the open air 
for a week with the thermometer below 
Zero. When again put in the german- 
aior seventeen more of the soeds pro¬ 
duced plants. The soil was then al¬ 
lowed to become thoroughly dry und 
again put out to freeze, after which 
twelve more of the hundred seeds ger¬ 
minated.

That is the way most of 
our weeds come to us. 

The wind and animals of various 
kinds do much to spread weid se«ds in 
a local way. Stcds of many w\eds 
are provided with special facilities, 
ome like small parachutes as in the 
Dandelion and Canada Thistle, by the 
aid of which the teede are carried long 
distances by the wind. Nature 
i rovidid seeds of other weeds, such as 
burp, with the means of clinging to 
the vtoi of sheep or to other animals, 
in ord ;r to insure their distribution.

THE ROUND ROBIN. 

2ta Origin, It In Snlil. Can Dc Traced 
Hack to Ancient Greece. 

According to British naval docu¬ 
ments of tho years lOMS and 1G59, it 
was the custom of seamen of that day 
i> use the round robin as a safe and 
effective means of bringing their griev¬ 
ances before the authorities. A similar 
practice existed iu France, but the al¬ 
leged origin of tho term “round robin” 
from roml ruban, a circular band used 
in the French petitions, is probably 
fallacious. 

The term existed In England long be¬ 
fore, with wholly different meaning. 
Thus in D< onshire a “round robin” 
was a si-la 1 round pancake, and tho 
sacramental wafer was called a “round 
**obln” by Latimer, 1530. 

Dr. Tlmbs says that*the Idea of the 
round robin has been traced back to a 
i Reek conspiracy against the tyranny 
of the Plsistratldae. The Romans had 
a similar custom of writing tho names 
‘»f their guests or friends in a rircle 
when anxious not to indicate any indi¬ 
vidual preferences. London Standard.

CLIMBING PLANTS. 


The Five Different Classes, With 
Their I’ecullaritlea. 

Climbing plants npay be divided Into 
five classes—hook climbers, root climb¬ 
ers, twiners, leaf climbers and tendril 
bearers. 

Hook climbers are equipped with 
hooks, which are caught up in the sur¬ 
rounding vegetation. 

Root climbers, like ivy, throw out 
fibers along their steins and ascend 
slowly, insinuating themselves by 
means of rootlets, which grow away 
from the light and become glued to the 
stems of trees or to harder surfaces. 

Twiners, like the scarlet runner, hop. 
convolvulus and bryony, twine them¬ 
selves around the ‘upright stems of 
their neighbors. Some, like the convol¬ 
vulus, bond toward the left; others, like 
the hop, twine to the right. 

The climbing habit, however, is most 
perfectly exhibited by plants with sen¬ 
sitive prehensile organs, either leaves 
or tendrils. 

In the tendril bearers we find here 
and there along the stem sensitive, 
twining, whiplike structures, which 
curve to what they touch and eventu¬ 
ally link themselves round it. Of this 
sort are the passion flower, sweet pea, 
grapevine and Virginia creeper.—Pear¬ 
son’s.

CANTERBURY CATHEDRAL. 


Oilr One KailUh Kins, Henry XV. 

Hat Been Entombed There. 

The ancient cathedral at Canterbury 
shelters the remains of only one Eng¬ 
lish king, Henry IV. That this par* 
ticular monarch should have been en*^ 
tombed there is the more remarkable 
since he breuthed his last in the .Teru 
salem chamber of Westminster abbey, 
and it might naturally have been sup¬ 
posed in the circumstances that be 
would have been laid to rest in the ab¬ 
bey, where so many other of England’s 
kings sleep their last sleep. It seems, 
however, that Ilenry before his death 
gave orders that he was to be burled 
In the cathedral at Canterbury oppo- 
site the tomb of his uncle, Edward, 
the Black Ptflhce. 

For hundreds of years a story was 
current that bn the way down the riv¬ 
er a hurricane arose and that the peo¬ 
ple on board the vessel, convinced thnt 
the storm was caused by the fact that 
a king’s body was on board, cast the 
corpse into the water in the dead of 
night and, tilling the coffin with rub¬ 
bish, brought It with all pomp and cir¬ 
cumstance to the cathedral. Some 
years ago the dean and chapter resolv¬ 
ed to get at the truth of the story. 

So they opened the royal tomb and 
the king's lead coffin. For one brief 
moment denn and chapter gazed upon 
the kingly lineaments of that monarch 
whom Shakespeare describes as “sky 
aspiring Bolingbroke.” Only for a mo¬ 
ment, however, as the body crumbled 
to dust almost at once. But Canter¬ 
bury now knows beyond nil doubt that 
an Englis h king rests within its walls.

ARMY RATIONS AS MANURE. 

South African Store* That Were 
Thrown Away. 

Some remarkable statements as to 
the enormous waste of South' African 
army rations are reported in the 
Natal Advertiser, in connection with 
the prosecution of natives for steal¬ 
ing condemned stores which had 
been buried as manure. 

The evidence, given upon oath, of 
Mr. Robert Cheves, manager for 
Messrs. R. Spence & Co., of the Re¬ 
union Sugar Estates, was that two 
years ago, when the military con¬ 
demned large quantities of army ra¬ 
tion^ ho got 250,000 cases from 
them for the purpose of monurinjg hi* 
cane crops. 

This statement, says the Advertis¬ 
er, discloses several hitherto unpub¬ 
lished facts. Upon the withdrawal of 
the military forces from South Africa 
it was found that large efuantities of 
military rations had accumulated at 
various centres, and the local mar¬ 
kets were overflowing with tinnod 
foods. The stuff had to be got rid 
of somehow; and so, in some places, 
the rations were burnt. Other local 
onsignments were thrown into the 
sea.

But much of the niofct effective 
work in spying has been done by 
women.

These people have seldom succeeded 
in raising any other domestic animal 
on the coast; cats, cows aiul pigs 
have ull been destroyed by lb'' dogs, 
jlf ever a dog is brought up with the 
,family, in the house, liis doom is 
{sealed. At the first opportunity His 
j jealous companions will pounce u,pon 
;'nim in the absence of his master and 
worry him to death. 

This is the invariable fate of any 
privileged^dog on the coast that is 
j»cj*mii te<T to enter his master’s house 
and receive the caresses of the differ¬ 
ent members of the family. The pre¬ 
ference excites the jealousy of the 
other dogs, and they patiently wait 
for an opportunity to avenge them¬ 
selves. 

In the winter those animals will 
drag a commetiquc, or sleigh, fifty or 
sixty miles n day over the snow. 
They haul wood from the interior, 
carry supplies to the hunters in the 
: forests far back from the rocky and 
; desolate coasts: draw their musters 
jfroin house to house, and with their 
wonderful noses pick out the rlpht 
'nath, oven in tho most pitiless 
storm. 

i If tho traveller will only trust to 
t'ho sngncitv of an experienced lead¬ 
er, ho may wrao himself up in his 
Ijrnr and sealskin robes, and, regard¬ 
less of piercing winds and blinding 
snowdrifts, these sagacious ami faith¬ 
ful animals will draw him safely to 
Ibis own door or the nearest post. 

I The coinmetiquc is about HO inches 
broad and 10 or 12 feet long. The 
runners are shod with whalebone, 
which by friction over the snow soon 
becomes beautifully polished und 
looks like ivory. 

i Tho coinmetiquc is well floored with 
the skins of the hair, or Labrador, 
seal, over whiefo bear or more seal¬ 
skins are nailed all round, with an 
opening for the traveller to introduce 
his body. Tho harness is made of 
'sealskin. The foremost dog. called 
tlie guide or leader, is placed about 
; thirty feet in advance. Tin* others 
are ranged In pairs behind thd 1 guide. 
Sometimes three, or even four pairs 
'of dogs are thus attached to one 
coinmetiquc. besides the guide. 

The Esquimaux dog of pure breed, 
with his strongly built frame, long 
white fur. pointed ears and bushy 
tail, is capable of enduring hunger 
to a far greater extent tliun the 
mixed breed. But the latter beats 
him in long journeys, even when fed 
only once n'day. 

THE ESQUIMAUX DOG 
will travel two days without food 
One of the mixed breed must be fed 
at the close of the first day, or lie is 
good for little the next. In winter 
their food often consists chiefly of 
dried capelin—-the small, smoltliko fish 
used by the cod fishermen for bait. 

An expert driver can hit any part 
of the lending dog he chooses with 
his formidable* whip. Tt is used, 
however, as little ns possible, for 
these dogs, alt bough tractable are 
ferocious, and will endure little cor¬ 
rection. 

When the whJp is applied upon one 
of them with' severity, ho falls upon 
and worries his neighbor, and the 
latter, in turn, attacks a third and 
there is n scene of universal confus¬ 
ion; or the dogs double from side 
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to side to avoid tbs whip and this 
traces become entangled and the 
aafoty of the sledge endangered. The 
vehicle must then be stopped, ea 
dog. put into his proper place, a 
the traces readjusted. This frequent¬ 
ly happens several times in the 
course of the day. 

The driver, therefore, depends prin¬ 
cipally upon the docility of the lead¬ 
er, who, with admirable precision, 
quickens or slackens his pace and 
starts off or stops, or turns to the 
right or left, at the summons of his 
master. 

When they are journeying home¬ 
ward, or travelling to some spot to 
which the leader has been accustom¬ 
ed to go, he is generally suffered to 
pursive nis own course; for althooigh 
every trace of the road is lost in the 
drifting snow, he scents it out and 
follows it with undeviating accuracy. 

Even the leader, however, is not 
always under the control of his mas¬ 
ter. Tf the journey lies homeward, he 
will go His own pace, and that is usu¬ 
ally at the top of his speed; or, if 
I any game- starts, or he scents it at u 
I distance, no command of his driver 
wi]l restrain him. 

! Invaluable as these dogs are to 
their owners, the treatment accorded 
them seems ill calculated to cause 
any strong or lasting attachment.. 
During their period of lubor the fish 
which form their staple food is often 
quite putrid, and In summer tfhey 
are turned loose for several months 
to shift for themselves until the re¬ 
turn of the severe season renders it 
necessary to their master’s interests 
thut they should again bo sought for 
and once more reduced to their state 
of toil and slavery. 

They have been known for several 
successive duys to travel more than 
sixty miles a day. They seldom miss 
their road, although they may be 
driven over one untrodden, snowy 
plain, where they are occasionally un- 
able to reach any place of shelter. 

When night comes they partake 
with their master of the scanty fare 
which the sledge will afford, and 
then, crowding around, keep him 
warm ond defend him from danger. If 
any of thorn fall victim to the hard¬ 
ships to which they are exposed, their 
master or their companions frequent¬ 
ly feed on their remains, and their 
skins are converted into warm and 
comfortable drosses. 

GREAT FEAROF RUSSIA 

WILL BE MORE DANGEROUS 
WHEN DEFEATED. 

She Would Reconstruct Her Mili¬ 
tary on a Scientific 
Basis. 

There are a couple of passages in 
another interesting letter from M. 
Ludovic Naudcau, the Russian corre¬ 
spondent of the Paris Journal, which 
deserva attention. “The whole army 
in Manchuria,” he says, “destests 
this country, where it considers that 
it hu.9 gone astray. The soldiers feel 
the latent hostility of a popxilat on 
that is watching them, spying on 
them, that knows them, and whom 
they do not know. When our troops 
pass the Mancfius hide their merchan¬ 
dise, refusing to sell even at the ex¬ 
orbitant prices offered by our om- 
missariut. Those among our soldiers 
who are capable of reflection suffer 
at feeling themselves among u native 
population who execrate them, and 
consider them intruders and oppres¬ 
sors. They think, after all, that they 
would themselves feel the same hat- 
rod for a foreign people which aimed 
at installing itself by force in Russia 
and introducing new customs and me¬ 
thods unknown to them. The turbu¬ 
lent element in the arinv, on tho con¬ 
trary, regrets that pillages have been 
strictly forbidden. It computes the 
booty with which it might have en¬ 
riched itself. 

DOMESTIC MISERY. # 

“Whnt is hn timinumllv deolored 
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HEALTH 
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EATING AS A SCIENCE. 

It may seem hard that the man 
who in youth has known the pinch 
of poverty, who remembers how the 
cut of mutton, with a supply of 
potatoes and greens, scarcely suffic¬ 
ed for a vigorous appetite, should 
find that in the prosperity of later 
life an eight course dinner of deli¬ 
cacies fails to tempt him, und that, 
nevertheless, his physician warns 
him that an attack of u>ut from 
which he is suffering means that he 
is eating too much and that his 
diet must be lowered, says the Lon¬ 
don Hospital, to which the editor 
of one of the New York dailies 
adds : 

Is life, then, never to give satis¬ 
faction? Must youth know hunger 
and old age satiety? Must the poor 
muscle worker nover have enough 
food to give energy to his frame and 
must the rich idler have so much to 
cat that disease is the consequence? 
To find the happy mean, to live ac¬ 
cording to sweet reasonableness and 
knowledge, is the aim of the Teach¬ 
ings of science, and if to these are 
added the principles of Christian 
communism, the wealth of later life 
will not lead to self-indulgence, but 
to the mitigation of the suffering of 
those who want the means of life. 

One of the many splendid examples 
is that of a gentleman now in pos¬ 
session of a very large income, who 
in his youth lived on a salary of a 
little over two dollars a week. He 
early made up his mind that to eat 
little and drink less would be his 
rule in life. To this resolution he 
has adhered, though fortune has 
come to him. Nearly an octogenar¬ 
ian, he is still a man of untiring 
vigor of body and mind. Simple in 
life, he dispenses his great fortune 
as a custodian for his master while 
living amid the sefinernent and cul¬ 
tured surroundings of an English 
gentleman. 

Sir George Humphrey has investi¬ 
gated the life history of Centenarians 
in England with the view of ascer¬ 
taining the causes and circumstances 
of longevity. As one roads of the 
habits and life of these men and 
women who attained to the age of 
one hundred years and more, one is 
struck by the fact that they were 
almost invariably lean people, of 
spare habits und of great modera¬ 
tion in eating and drinking. Of 
thirty-seven, three took no animal 
food, four took very little, twenty 
a little, ten a moderate amount and 
only one acknowledged taking much 
meat. With regard to alcohol the 
returns are much the same, and ab¬ 
stemiousness is found to be the rule 
of life of these centenarians. 

ATHLETICS. 

The autumn is the time when the 
newspapers take up the subject of 
athletics, especially college athletics 
and discuss its bearing upon the fu¬ 
ture of the individual und of the 
race. This discussion is renewed 
each year during the football season, 
and each year it is abandoned with 
the question no nearer a solution 
than at its beginning. 

It is contended that athletes live 
as long as ,if nut longer than, the 
average person, that exercise never 
harmed any one, and that nothing 
can be more hygienic or more heullh- 
giving than hard training. To this 
it. is replied that statistics prove 
the fact that few athletes live to ft 
green old age, even if by chance they 
reach middle life, that over-exercise 
causes hypertrophy of the heart, 
hardening of the arteries and kidney 
disease, and that the gorging, the 
tobacco-smoking, and sometimes the 
lwt»r-drinking to which the athlete 
turns as soon as the cont act is over

"How powerful Russia will be in a 
few years, and how dangerous for her 
European neighbors, when she has 
been induced to modernize her army 
after her pending misadventures." 
This would particularly be the case 
if the war with Japan ended in de¬ 
feat. If Russia is victorious, she 
will remain in possession of those 
immense Ear Eastern territories 
where she will be obliged, in order 
to secure her supremacy, to use all 
her resources for half a century She 
would be lead to imjxrovo her Trans- 
Siberian Railway, she would be more 
and more an Asiatic j*ower; she 
would be daily less interested in tho 
great European rivalries: she would 
turn her buck, ior a long time on the 
West. If huinlliatod, driven back on 
Siberia, she would reconstitute her 
military power on a scientific basis. 
She would experience the natural de¬ 
sire to seek compensation in Europe 
or on the borders of Europe for all 
she would have lost in the Ear East. 
The Austrian succession, the ques¬ 
tion of the Balkans,^Constantinople, 
Persia. ami—who knows'.'—perhaps 
India. 


TREES WITH INSTINCTS. 

An expert nurseryman says tho 
hardiness or non-hardiness of trees 
depends largely upon where t'he seeds 
from which the trees in question 
sprang came from. Satisfactory re¬ 
sults are roldorn experienced by 
planting in n northern country u seed 
obtained from the sunny south. By 
planting seeds gradually farther 
north, however, trees may be ut 
lengt'n hardened and acclimatised, 
until n seed from such a tree may be 
reasonably expected to thrive, and 
mature its fruits. TrefS. like people, 
acquire their habits from the cli¬ 
mate in which they live. The north¬ 
ern tree knows instinctively when the 
time has come to ripen its fruits. The 
southern tree follows the same in¬ 
stinct, being in no hurry, as there is 
little likelihood of roul cold. With 
traifkplant ing farther north its •ha¬ 
bit changes. The great trouble with 
most jjeoplc is that they want to 
jump a tree from south to north at 
one move.

JAPS LOST 7,00 0 MEN 

Three of the Principal Port Arthur 
Forts Have Been Destroyed. 


JAPS PLANTED SIEGE GUNS. 

A despatch from Tokio, received in 
London, states that the Erlung, 
Eestorlu,ng and Mejokobujama forts 
have been destroyed by the Japan- 
Thrfr attacks on the Songshu 
d Keek wan forts were repulsed. The 
ijpapnncse losses are staled to have 
oeen nearly seven thousand men. 

According t G unofficial advices front 
Port Arthur, the .Japanese esc a laded 
the parapets of the forts and trans¬ 
ported mountain and fielif gfins, which 
(they employed ueainst the enemy. 

The attack was directed against 
Sungshr.shnti, Erltingslmn and the 
north forts of <h<* East Kekwuiishun. 

Commenting upon the despatch that 
bodies of specially train'd swordsmen 
were at the front of the .Japanese 
troops who charged into the Russian 
forts un! engug.l the defenders, tlie 
Times says the information confirms 
various vague n-porbs that 'have come 
from dajmn in ie.<nt months, Thus:* 
Ire pot is told «<f a corps of “fort 
\gtormers" that had been formed in 
the'" Japanese army. it had been 
trained lor years, and its special 

( ’"ivince in this war was to capture 
->rt Arthur. r 

Of the nature of this body no cor¬ 
respondent has been permitted to 
speak us it wu* evidently intended to 
surprise th\ Russians. 

Probably the troops belong to the 
Samurai cta c s and are descendants 
of the men whose skill in wielding the 
sword has never been surpassed. 

FIGHTING IN MANCHURIA. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
says: Gen. Kouropatkm reports that 
there has been active skirmishing on 
the left flank for three days. The 
opinion is now expressed by the gen¬ 
eral sta't that the .Japanese intend 
taking the offensive, as they cannot 
afford to wait until the Hussions are 
further reinforced. It Is held that 
the fighting to the eastward is 
doubtless with the purpose of feeling 
out the Russian nosit ions preparatory 
to an advance in that direction; bu,t 
as there mo about 70,000 Russian 
troops south-west of Sintsintin, where 
lighting occurred on Nov. 26. and 
probably twice as innnv more in the 
mountain'? between lientsiaputzc and 
Sintsintin, any Japanese move from 
this quarter wouM entail serious 
lighting. At tfce same time corre¬ 
spondents at the front continue to 
scout The idea of serious fighting be¬ 
ing imminent. * 

AT PORT ARTHUR. 

A despatch from okio says A 
report was received here late Sunday 
night stuiing that a special detach¬ 
ment of Japanese swordsmen, under 
Major-Gen. Nakamura, effected uu 
entrance into a certain Port at Port 
Arthur at 9 o’clock, and were light¬ 
ing fiercely ut the time the despatch 
was sent. Another detachment, 
under Maj.-Gen. Satfo, entered the 
Russiun camp through the fortifica¬ 
tions. 

THE NEW ATTACK. 

A despatch from Tokio says :—Im¬ 
perial headquarters has just issued 
.the following announcement : 

“The works for our attack having 
been nearly completed against r Sung- 
shu Mountain (Port Arthur;, und 
the forts lying eastward therefrom, a 
general assault was made on the 
afternoon of Nov. 20th, but. owing 
to the enemy’s stubborn resistance 


but gain no advantages. The Rus¬ 
sian cannonade has lately daily les¬ 
sened in regularity and intensity. 
Marshal Oyama and his generals arc 
confident that the Japanese positions 
cannot bo successfully assailed, what¬ 
ever reinforcements the Russians bring 
against them. 

JAPS OCCUPIED POUTUEN. 

A despatch from Field Headquarters, 
Oon. Oku's Army, via Ptisan says: 
The Russians are showing some ac¬ 
tivity in front of Gen. Oku’s army. 
At dawn on Friday detachments at¬ 
tacked on two places th‘e left nnd 
'centre divisions. The centre repulsed 
the attack immediately and the loft 
[did also after a hard fight. As a re- 
jsuit of the repulse the Japanese oc- 
‘ copied Pontoon. The Russians left 
many dead on the field.

ITS CAPTURE CERTAIN. 

The Tokio correspondent of the 
London Times says that the publica¬ 
tion of unofficial nows from Port Ar¬ 
thur is no longer prohibited. The 
besiogors’ works are progressing 
rapidly, notwithstanding numerous 
petty sorties, which are made most¬ 
ly at night. Ir is noticeable that a 
leading journal, which recently urged 
an immediate assunlt. regardless of 
the loss of life, notv deprecates 
haste. Inasmuch as the capture of 
the fortress is certain in the near 
future. This reflects the national 
mood, which is calm and confident. 
The prospect of the arrival of the 
Rultic fleet exhilurates Admiral To¬ 
go’s squadron, which is longing to 
exchange the monotony of the block¬ 
ade for a decisive light.

ENROLLING CHINESE. 

A despatch to St. Peter*>urg from 
Harbin states that the Japanese 
Have opened a recruiting office for 
Chinese at Shilintin, 85 kilometres 
from Siaminting. They have dis¬ 
tributed thousands of circulars, in¬ 
viting Chinese to enrol under the 
Japanese flag nnd fight the Europe¬ 
ans. 

The circulars point out that the 
religions of ttoe Chineso and Japan¬ 
ese arc identical, and their languages 
similar. At the outset the Japanese 
enlistod daily an average of 7,000 
men, wno were immediately suppliod 
with Japanese uniforms. Subsequent 
differences reduced the enlistments to 
a thousand. The recruits arc called 
voluntary militia. They were sent 
to Yinkow. whence they were dis¬ 
tributed to Japanese regiments in 
the field. The correspondent vouches

COAL STORES BURNED.

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A NEW ERA FOR RUSSIA. 

Reformer* Requested to Interview 
the Csar. 

A 8t. Petersburg despatch says 
The unexpected may happen after 
all. The meeting of the Zemstvos, 
“First Russian Congress/' as it is 
now called, may, indeed, work the 
inauguration of a new era for Rus¬ 
sia. Emperor Nicholas, the initia¬ 
tor of the plan for universal disarm¬ 
ament, may turn back upon the , re¬ 
actionaries and crown his reign by 
granting to his subjects the consti¬ 
tution which his grandfather had al¬ 
ready prepared when he fell by the 
hand of an assassin. The basis of 
such *a possibility is the significant 
fact that late Friday afternoon the 
Emperor received in the palace at 
Tsarskoe-Selo M. Shipofl of Moscow, 
M. Patrunkeivitch of Tever, M. 
Rodzianko * of Ekaterinoslav and 
Count Heiden, four prominent mem¬ 
bers of the Zemstvo Congress, and 
listened at length to their views. 

The Zemstvoists went to Tsars¬ 
koe-Selo by Imperial command. At 
their audience, it is understood, they 
explained fiflly thoir position and 
reiterated the views expressed by 
the mcinor al that the salvation from 
ruin by revolution lay in the adop¬ 
tion of the general ideas expressed in 
the memorial that the salvation from 
greatly impressed by whut he heard, 
and asked many questions.

STOLE $1,200,000. 

Employe of the Rothschilds Gets 
Away With Huge Sum. 

A London despatch says; The 
Wood Street Smelting Work9, which 
for many vein's were operated by the 
Rothschilds as a gold refinery, have 
just been closed In disgust by tho 
gTeat financiers, because of gigantic 
frau/js of which' they 'have been the 
victims. It was discovered a few 
weeks ago that Blumenthal, the head 
of one of the departments and the 
bullion buyer of the firm, had de¬ 
frauded the concern out of about 
£250,000 ,.nd fled to the Continent. 

His operations date from the close 
of the Boer War. At that time Blu- 
nientlial speculated heavily in Consols 
and Kaffirs. It was thought in the 
“street" ihat he was operating in 
behalf of the firm, but this was not 
so. He lost heavily, and then com¬ 
menced his fradulent operations by 
adulterating gold to the smelting 
works and by other crookedness. The 
discovery of the frauds was made a 
few weeks ago and he absconded. 

The Rothschilds, according to their 
custom, refused to call in the police, 
and closed their branch* of the busi¬ 
ness, throwing fifty craftsmen out of 
work.
